Sen. William. F. Knowland oT California Is 
behaving consistently like a candidate for the 
presidency. At the same time he is following 
a pattern that represents a considerable 
gamble. 

Since 1B30, when Alfred M. Landon was 
nominated, the Republican party never has 
chosen a candidate from Its conservative 
wing. That wing has advanced several strong 
contender^ but none, not even the powerful 
Sen. Robert A. .Ttft, was able to go over the 
top at convention time. 

Knowland Is, however, ignoring this recent 
history as he acts almost dally to make him- 
self clearly distinguishable as the avowed 
champion of the OOP's conservatives. 

Of course he Is a conservative by convic- 
tion nnd often in the past has differed with 
President Elsenhower and the party's liberal 
elements, But his present activity auRic-its 
he Is bent upon making a record that will 
erase all doubts In the minds of prospective 
delegates to the 1BQ0 convention. 

This Is his gamble— that the OOP will do 
In 1BG0 what It has not done since 1936. 

The experts offer numerous reasons why 
conservatives have lost out before. For one 
thing, their candidates have been unable to 
persuade enough delegates that they could 
win an election In a test against moderate 
or liberal Democrats. 

Perhaps almost equally important, the 
balance of convention power has tended to 
be lii the'hands or the more libera! -minded 
-Republican governors rather than with con*, 
servatlves In congress and elsewhere. In the 
various showdowns, the governors have won 
out. 

But today the GOp does not hold as niany 
jtowrnoreiilju as In recent president In! "years. 
More -staU- party-machinery- lies with -con- 
servatives ' forces.. Unless the balance is 
sharply altered In the 1D58 elections, Know- 
land may well feel that the odds Tor a con- 
servallve nominee have gone up materially. 

Yet it Is still plainly a gamble For both 
Mr. Elsenhower and Vice President Nixon 
align the mselves with the' liberal wing. The 
T>res[HenTs influence seems weak Toa:iv"lti 
congress. But even though he will be retir- 
ing, his voice could be stronc in convention 
In 1B60. And Nixon still Is acknowledged the 
leading prospect for tha top berth that year.
